Is 
it the teacher who follows teaching, 
merely, for a livelihood, and as a stepping 
stone lo some other profession, or is it Ihe 
teacher whose aim is to make teaching a 
life-lone; business, and, therefore, is con- 
stantly employed in studying, thinking, 
scheming, planning and devising new 
methods, that he may the better be able to 
make teaching a success' Is it the teacher 
who teaches for $25 to $33 a month, or for 
145 to $60 » mouth?

keeper, or the school-teacher f 
These 


are 
a few thoughts that 
dir ctors 


should take iolo consideration wlau em- 
ploying teachers, since a great many, we 
fear, do not. 


Directors should be more assiduous in 


employing teachers who aie energetic, 
ambitious, persevering; who bave plenty 
of tact, vim, push, snap and yo-a-head 
about them, und. above all, the ability to 
govern. And, wbui thcj find teacheis 
having thes,e qunliti^s, ibcy should be 
willing to pay than gooJ ,sil irns, which, 
certainJy, would be un encouragement to 
such in their work Good salaries is what 
causes the educational whip to be swung 
wilh a force and power that makes it ciack 
loud and haye- its desired effect. 
The 


schools of Macon county, undei the pies- 
ent superintendent, are in a very pros- 
perous condition, and the corps of teach- 
ers in Macon county will compare very 
favorably to any ic the state; but a great 
many of the aid and experienced teacheis 
are complaining of the meagre salaries 
paid for teaching, and are leaving the 
ranks in quest of something moie profita- 
ble. 
Directors, if you would enhance 


education in your schools and have more 
good icftool-teachers, and nM so many 
school-*««pers, you should be more liberal 
with the school funds.

George Compton and wife, with four 
children, the youngest an infant and 
the other three aged respectively five, 
seven and nine years, started on Sunday 
from the west side of the Okaw River 
for their home on the east side, in Hol- 
land Township, in a two-horse lumber 
wagon. Arriving at the river the wo- 
man begged him not to attempt to 
cross, as the late storms had swollen 
the stream very much, but Compton 
was well acquainted with the Roland 
ford, ten miles below the city, and deci- 
ded to try it, as otherwise he would 
nave to travel six miles [or more fur- 
ther around by the Abridge. He there- 
fore tied the bed of the wagon to the 
running gear and plunged in. 
The 


horses swam lo the center of the river, 
where both wagon and horses found 
bottom. Then the wife said: "Ton. 
are too ,far down ; drive farther up." 
He turned, and in doing so cramped tbe 
wagon and it rolled over on its side, 
wheels uppermost, and turned all of 
them out. Compton says he caught 
one of the children and sat it upon the 
wheel at the time, but she says she did 
not see the children after they turned 
over. Mrs. Oempton clung to her b»be 
standing in the water breast high and 
holding the child out of it. At this 
time Mr. Banning happened along and 
went to their assistance, finding both 
man and woman so badly scared that 
they were unable to do anything for 
themselves. Corapton was cli»ginz to 
the wheel and Mrs. Compton standing 
in the current holding the child at 
arms-length. One of the horses fell 
when the wagon turned, and the other 
stood over or upon its mate, thoa caw- 
ing it to drown in water not more than 
midsides deep.
